Duran charged 
with 4 felony 
counts for attack 
on White House

WASHINGTON — The man 
accused of firing a semi-automatic 
rifle at the White House was charged 
with four felonies and ordered to 
undergo a psychiatric exam Monday. 
Prosecutors said a letter taken from 
his truck “raises questions whether he 
is competent.” 

U.S. Magistrate Deborah Robinson 
refused to release the handwritten let- 
ter, which was taken from Francisco 
Martin Duran’s pickup. She ordered 
him returned to court Wednesday, 
after the exam, for a competency 
hearing. 5 : 

U.S. Attorney Eric H. Holder Jr. 
said authorities have a second letter 
that Duran, 26, was carrying when he 
was seized outside the White House. 

Also found in the truck, according 
to prosecutors, was a shotgun, an 
arsenal of ammunition, a gun maga- 
zine, a machete, sleeping bags and a 
stuffed animal. 

Officials have previously indicated 
the letter in the truck was an explana- 
tion of how Duran’s possessions were 
to be distributed to his wife and son in 
the event of his death. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney John 
Finnegan told the magistrate that 
Duran’s letter “brings into question 
whether the defendant is competent to 
proceed.” 

Holder said later the request for the 
24-hour psychiatric evaluation was 
“not an indication that we believe he 
is incompetent.” Nor was it, he said, 
an indication that prosecutors thought 
Duran “was at the time of the offense 
insane.” 

Competency at this stage means the 
defendant can understand the charges 
against him and can assist his attor- 
ney, public defender Leigh Kenny. 

Kenny said she had no concerns 
about Duran’s competence at this 
time. - 

If Duran is found competent after 
Wednesday’s hearing, there will be a 
preliminary hearing in which prosecu- 
tors would have to present enough 
evidence to justify continuing the 
case. 

He was charged with possession of a 
firearm as a convicted felon, destruc- 
tion of federal property, assault on a 
federal officer and use of a firearm 
during the commission of a crime of 
violence. Prosecutors said he could 
receive as many as 35 years in prison 
if convicted on all four counts. 

Holder said other charges might be 
filed later. 

Prosecutors would not discuss a 
possible motive for Saturday’*s shoot- 
ing, in which a man fired 20 to 30 
shots at the White House through the 
iron fence on Pennsylvania Avenue 
with a Chinese-made semi-automatic 
rifle. Eight shots hit the building. 

Treasury Secretary Lloyd Bentsen 
said options officials are considering 
for increasing security to include clos- 
ing parts of Pennsylvania Avenue and 
stationing more guards on the White 
House sidewalk. — 

Court papers said Duran pleaded 
guilty on March 21, 1991, to felony 
assault while in the Army. He was 
sentenced to five years at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., and in February 
1993 was dishonorably discharged. 

Holder said prosecutors would argue 
at the preliminary hearing that Duran 
should be held without bail. 

Duran telephoned his family after 
disappearing Sept. 30 and said he was 
never coming back and might be dead 
soon, according to Joe Gordon, agent 
in charge of the Colorado Springs 
office of the U.S. Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms.

“While millions in the world 
hunger, other millions eat too much 
and otherwise waste food,” reads a 
sign hanging over the cafeteria’s 
food tray return. 

As excess food goes uneaten on 
campus, questions arise as to 
whether BYU Food Services could 
better utilize the uneaten food. 

Confronted with legal restrictions 
and licensing problems, Food 
Services administrators say they are 
conscious of the situation and are 
doing the best they can under the 
circumstances. 

According to administrators, 
BYU’s policy of serving food a 
maximum of two times is safe and 
results in little wasted food. 

Stephen Nyman, assistant director 
of Residence Halls explained that, 
according to the. University’s cur- 
rent policies, food is served until 
it’s “inedible.” Food is usually 
reserved once in a different form or 
as part of the buffet, Nyman said, 
and “very very little” food is 
thrown away.

Utah County required 
to use oxygenated fuel

Beginning today, oxygenated fuel 
must be used by Utah County resi- 
dents for the next four months in an 
attempt to trim down air pollution in 
the valley. 

State and Utah County officials 
devised a nine-point plan as an alter- 
native to oxyfuels. 

Oxyfuels are suspected to create 
particulate matter, also known as 
PM10, which can create breathing 
problems. 

State and county officials asked the 
Environmental Protection Agency to 
give them time to do a study in the 
month of January. Officials wanted to 
determine whether oxyfuels actually 
reduce carbon monoxide levels and 
verify if they contribute to PM1!0 pol- 
lution. 

The EPA has implemented the use 
of oxyfuels for Utah County, begin- 
ning Nov. 1, in order to reach compli- 
ance under the Clean Air Act 

“We requested a waiver from the 
EPA, but we haven't officially heard 
back yet,” said Andy Hale, environ- 
mental scientist for the State Division 
of Air Quality. 

The EPA has instructed Utah county 
residents that they must use oxyfuels 
because carbon monoxide, ‘the prima- 
ry pollutant in the valley, exceeded 
the federal standards twice last year. 


Studies have shown that carbon 
monoxide decreases with use of oxy- 
fuels, but PM10, Utah County’s sec- 
ond highest pollutant, is suspected to 
increase. 

The EPA’s primary concern is 
reducing the dominant pollutant, car- 
bon monoxide. No published studies 
have proven that oxyfuels create 
PM10, said Bill Baranowski, trans- 
portation engineer for Mountainland 
Association of Government. 

Critics claim that nitrogen oxide, a 
gas which can combine with other air 
pollutants to form particulates 
(PM10), is generated when fuel-gaso- 
line is mixed with grain alcohol or 
other oxygen-boosting substances to 
make it burn cleaner. 

Instead of oxyfuels, the nine-point 
plan wants to strictly enforce current 
emissions testing standards, use 
remote sensing (an infrared monitor 
on the highways) and better train 
mechanics on how to improve repairs 
on polluting cars. 

Residents’ complaints to the county 
have increased with the use of oxyfu- 
els, as many have automobile prob- 
lems not experienced previously, said 
Baranowski. Officials also feel pollu- 
tion is increased by oxyfuel use. 

Carbon monoxide levels did not 
exceed federal standards in Salt Lake, 
Davis, and Weber counties. As in pre- 
vious years, oxyfuels were waived for 
those areas. 


New mall means relocation 
to trailer park residents

After hearing comments from resi- 
dents who are upset about being relo- 
cated, the Provo City Council voted 
Tuesday to allow Mayor George 
Stewart to proceed with negotiations 
to acquire the Laurelwood trailer park 
property for the proposed Provo 
regional mall. 

Stewart is negotiating to purchase 
19 acres of property, located at 210 
W. 1500 South — the site of 
Laurelwood trailer park. Provo needs 
to find 100 acres for the proposed 
fashion mall. 

Residents of Laurelwood trailer park 
are not happy they must move once 
the city purchases the land. 

At the Provo City council meeting, 
Laurelwood residents Barbara Julius 
and Christopher Lee asked City 
Council members to vote against any 
ordinance that wouldn’t fairly com- 
pensate Laurelwood residents for hav- 
ing to move. 

“There is no way Provo can com- 
pensate for my loss unless it relocates 
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me to another trailer park in Provo,” 
Julius said, who has paid off her 
mobile home and is debt-free. 

Julius said she doesn’t want to buy a 
home and pay off a 40-year mortgage 
at her age. 

“Some of us live alone,” Julius said. 
“We don’t want to start over.” 

Although Laurelwood is the only 
trailer park in Provo, “Our plans are 
not to have another trailer park in 
Provo,” Stewart said. 

Once Laurelwood tenants sign an 
agreement to relocate, they have one 
year to find new housing. 

Stewart and council members said 
they would not make any special con- 
cessions for'Laurelwood tenants and 
would follow state relocation laws. 

The mayor and council members 
said they are committed to the mall 
because of its economic value. Provo 
would collect approximately $5 mil- 
lion in annual sales revenues, about 
60 percent of the current sales tax 
total collected by Provo, Stewart said. 

Regardless of the mall’s economic 
boon to Provo, its creation leaves 
Laurelwood residents unhappy.

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Recreation Opportunities 


for recovering accident victims

People injured in accidents often spend weeks in reha- 
bilitation but end up wondering what types of recreational 


activities they will be able to participate 
in with a disability. 

Opportunities for recreation are an 
important aspect of the recovery 
process for patients with disabilities, 
said Ron Liston, administrative director 
of rehabilitation services at Utah Valley 
Regional Medical Center. 

Two weeks ago, a young head injury 
patient left the hospital after 40 days in 
intensive care and one month in reha- 
bilitation. His mother commented to 
Liston about the importance of rehabili- 
tation in the recovery process, “The 
doctors and nurses on the acute side of 
the hospital gave him his life. You’ve 
given him his future.” 

Liston believes programs such as the 
National Ability Center in Park City, 
which offers recreation activities to dis- 
abled individuals, help give injured 
people a future. 

“If they’ve lost their mountain biking 
or their tennis, it’s important that they 
find something to fill what was taken 


from them,” Liston said. “In many cases, they can still do 
recreation activities, and that’s where the need for recre- 


ation programs lies.” 


The National Ability Center provides recreation activi- 
ties to anyone with mental or physical disabilities, said 
Debra Hart, marketing director. The center offers lessons 
in snow and water skiing, horseback riding, swimming, 
tennis and basketball, depending on the season. 

“Our participants range from car accident victims to the 
learning disabled,’ Hart said. “We don’t focus on a partic- 
ular disability and the people we work with are anywhere 


from three to 75 years old.”

Last year the National Ability Center provided over 
4,500 lessons in various activities to disabled individuals 
for a minimal fee, Hart said. The center is a non- -profit

ing events, grants from private corporations and founda- 


tions, and private donations. 

“We are dedicated to the develop- 
ment of lifetime skills for persons 
with disabilities and their families by 
providing affordable, quality sports 
and recreational experiences,” said 
Hart. 

Hart said the center focuses on 
recreation and sports as a form of 
rehabilitation. 

“A lot of times someone in a trau- 
matic accident will go through reha- 
bilitation and therapy and then go 
home,” Hart said. ‘““We want them to 
be involved in our programs so they 
can be active and don’t have to sit at 
home.” 

A major focus of the National 
Ability Center is to include the entire 
family of the disabled individual in 
the recreation activities. 

“The participants and their families 
both benefit from our programs,” said 
Brook Schaefermeyer, program coor- 
dinator. “The individuals learn new 
skills that will influence their lives in 


a variety of ways. The families learn skills that help them 


integrate the disabled individual into the family.” 


Alpine skiing is the biggest program offered by the 
National Ability Center, Schaefermeyer said. All of the 
lessons are taught by certified instructors who maintain a 
professional standard of quality. 

“Volunteers are a big part of our program,” 
Schaefermeyer said. 

“Most of them volunteer for something they enjoy 
doing, but it is important that they have a working knowl- 


edge of disabilities and sports.”

Jazz’s Sloan 
unsure about 
future in Utah

SALT LAKE CITY — Jerry Sloan, 
the NBA’s third-winningest coach 
over the past five seasons, says not 
even he knows if he will still be run- 
ning the Utah Jazz after this season. 

The 52-year-old former Chicago 
Bulls All-Star is entering the final 
nine months of his contract with the 
beginning of the 1994-95. season. this 
Friday when the Jazz host Miami. 

He has been with Utah since 1984, 
taking over early in the 1988-89 sea- 
son when Frank Layden stepped 
down. But ownership has been mum 
about the future of Sloan, the only 
coach other’ than Chicago’s Phil 
Jackson and the Knicks’ Pat Riley to 
have taken his team to conference 
finals two of the past three years. 

“T’ll work until they tell me not to,” 
Sloan said. “I’ve never asked about 
(contracts). I havé*fio control over 
those things. I feel no-pressure.” 

Indeed, Sloan’s last contract — a 
year’s extension through this season 
— was delivered by:Jazz owner Larry 
H. Miller in October 1992. 

Since then, Sloari, who reportedly 
makes $500,000 a year, had his worst 
season in Utah (47-35 in 1992-93) 
and one of his best when the Jazz 
ended 53-29 last season and went on 
to the Western Conference Finals, los- 
ing to eventual NBA champion 
Houston. 

While Miller was not immediately 
available for comment, Sloan — who 
is behind only Jackson (295) and 
Riley (288) for wins in the past five 
seasons — has the support of both 
LLayden and players. 

'“Jerry Sloan is the most underrated 
coach in the league. He’s the Jazz 
intangible we don’t talk about 
énough,” said Layden, now team pres- 
ident. “Any discussion of the Jazz 
should start with, ~We’ve got a great 
qeech.”

We were playing against some 
third-team defensive players.” 

If this is what Penn State — under 
orders to hold it down — accom- 
plished against the nation’s No. 21- 
ranked team, they are the best team 
not just of this season, but maybe this 
century. If the reason for the score 
was anything less noble — say curry- 
ing favor with the voters — get used 
to hearing these kind of testimonials.

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
— Government forces that have hand- 
éd- Bosnian Serbs their worst defeats 
in.two and a half years of war pushed 
ahead Monday with assaults on a sup- 
ply route near Sarajevo and Serb-held 
towns in the.northwest. 

Serbs claimed to have blunted the 
offensives and promised hard fighting 
to regain lost territory. 

Whether the Serbs have the troops, 
material and morale to rebound could 
determine whether the government’s 
offensive will decisively change the 
course of the war. 

Serbs said that the government 
attack on the Serb supply road, near 
Trnovo, was backed by an estimated 
8,000 troops traveling to the front 
from besieged Sarajevo through a tun- 
nel under the airport. 

UN. ‘peacekeepers confirmed that 

government forces pushed back Serb 
troops in northwestern Bosnia. 
Bosnia’s official radio reported that 
government troops took 12 square 
miles of territory, closing in on the 
towns of Bosanska Krupa and 
Bosanski Petrovac. 
-The Serbs are believed to be low on 
fuel for their equipment as a result of 
Serbian President Slobodan 
Milosevic’s decision to seal the bor- 
der in an effort to force them to accept 
an international peace plan. 

“They are trying to get away 
because it’s not a picnic any more,” 
Bosnian Prime Minister Haris 
Silajdzic said. “It’s not a rape, it’s not 
a plunder, it’s not taking gold from 
women, it’s not easy. It’s mainly a 
bullet in your forehead.”

Russia proposes 
mandatory AIDS 
test for foreigners

MOSCOW — Russian legislators, 
trying to safeguard their country from 
the threat of AIDS, want to test all 
foreigners for the virus and deport 
those who test positive or refuse test- 
ing, > > 
_~The bill sailed through Russia’s usu- 
-ally_fractious 450-seat Duma, the 
-lower-chamber of parliament, with 
“only three deputies opposed. It must 
still-be.approved by the upper cham- 
ber and by President Boris Yeltsin. 

But the bill’s strong Russia-first 
appeal, whieh-reaches across deep 

{@iitical divides, makes passage like- 
ly.5. “ 

Many Russians blame the West for 
the rise in prostitution, pornography 
and other social ills since the collapse 
of the Soviet Union. Some even 
accuse the CIA of creating the AIDS 
Virus. 

“This is clearly a discriminatory 
measure aimed at foreigners,” Boris 
Mikhailov, a political scientist at the 
Russian Institute for USA and 
Canada, said Monday. “The national- 
fst tendency in the Duma is getting 
stronger every day.” 

Foreigners said the proposal endan- 
gers their rights, and warned that it 
could threaten tourism. Millions of 
foreign citizens, the majority from 
former Soviet republics, reside in 
Russia. Their numbers could make the 
‘law impossible to enforce. 

- The first case of AIDS in Russia was 
diagnosed in 1987. Until 1990, the 
disease was spread either by foreign- 
ers’or as a result of poor medical 
practices, Dr. Vadim Pokrovsky, head 
of the Russian Center for the 
Prevention and Fight against AIDS, 
told the Commersant newspaper last 
November. 

Since then, however, AIDS has 
mostly been spread by homosexuals 
and drug addicts, he said. 

The proposed measure, which the 
Duma passed Friday, would force for- 
eign tourists, business travelers and 
other.foreigners to prove they are not 
AIDS carriers. Foreigners who refuse 
to take the test or are found to be 
infected would be deported — 
although the bill does not address how 
such a sweeping plan would be 
enforced or funded. 

The bill says that only Russian state 
medical institutions may conduct the 
AIDS tests. 

Many foreigners might refuse to 
take the test because of widespread 
reports of poor hygienic conditions at 
Russian medical facilities, including 
reuse of needles. Some already bring 
their own hypodermic needles into the 
country for use in emergencies, 
although it is unclear if those would 
be allowed for AIDS tests. 

A spokesman for the U.S. Embassy 
had no immediate comment on the 
measure. 

. The bill was quickly denounced by 
AIDS. activists and human rights 
advocates in Russia. 

* Shona Schonning, of the Russian 
outreach organization AIDS- 
Infoshare, said the measure would 
serve only to “perpetuate ignorance 
about AIDS in Russia.” 

Some in the Russian medical com- 
munity welcomed the measure, how-
